Bush, who lives on the 
Mt. Olive Road three miles west 
of Washington C. H., and spent 
most of his life teaching in various 
schools of the community, has a 
different theory about those “ fairy 
rings” or “ devil rings,” mentioned 
in this column recently. 
Scientists claim the rings are, 
or may 
have 
been 
formed, 
by 
a clump of certain kinds of toad­ 
stools 
or 
mushrooms, 
spreading 
outward year after year as the 
nutrients in the soil within 
the 
circle are exhausted and the fun­ 
gus 
seeks 
more 
desirable 
soil 
further outward 
Bush is of the belief that the 
circles mark the former location 
of charcoal pits and declares when 
these earth-covered piles of wood 
were reduced to charcoal, there 
was usually a ring of wood tips left 
in the earth surrounding the pit, 
and t h a t the presence of this 
wood has resulted in toadstool fun­ 
gus seeking out the soil contain­ 
ing elements of the decayed wood, 
with the result that the rings are 
formed. 
Bush declares he has seen the 
rings 
formed on identical spots 
where the charcoal pits were burn­ 
ed back in the early days when 
much 
wood 
was 
converted 
into 
charcoal and used for iron furnaces 
and other purposes. 


ST. LOUIS 
lf)—Vice 
President 
Nixon has again singled out what 
he calls “Trumanism” as the big 
1954 campaign issue. 
Last night, he called 
on 
the 
sam e voters who sent President 
Eisenhower to the White House 
in 1952 to go back to the polls 
and give him another Republican 
congress in November. 
In a speech at a $100-a-plate Re­ 
publican fund raising dinner, Nixon 
said the issues now were the same 
as they were in 1952, As he had 
said in Kansas the day before, the 
issue is the 
“ Eisenhower record 
versus ; return to Trumanism.” 
On a 31-state campaign tour he 
said he was waging for the sole 
purpose of helping elect a working 
Republican majority in 
Congress 
in the Nov. 2 general election, the 
vice president intensified his criti­ 
cism of 
Truman 
in 
his 
swing 
across the former President's home 
state of Missouri. 
HE SAID 34 million citizens vot­ 
ed in 1952 by the greatest majority 
in American political history to get 
rid of the “ m ess” under the Tru­ 
man administration, a 
mess 
he 
said was made up of Korea, com ­ 
munism, controls and corruption. 
He said in its first 
20 
months 
the Eisenhower administration had 
made big strides in “ cleaning up 
the mess in Washington but there 
is a lot more to be done on the 
constructive side.” 
Applauded frequently by some 
900 of the party faithful who stag­ 
ed a flag waving demonstration be­ 
fore he began to speak, Nixon said 
that unless President Eisenhower 
gets a- Republican 
Congress 
his 
program “ will be stymied.” 
During the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration, he said, both the war in 
Korea and fighting in Indochina 
has ended and “ for the first time 
in 12 years the world in which we 
live is at peace.” 
“The Truman Acheson policy got 
us into war; the Eisenhower-Dul- 
les policy got us out of war,” Nix­ 
on asserted.

Roger (Tom) Exline, 22. a ta n n ­ 


er who lives on Route 70 close to 


the Fayette-Madison County line, 


notified Sheriff Orland Hays about 
8:30 P. M. Friday that someone 


had tried to kill him by firing a 
shotgun through an upstairs w indow 
a moment after he had passed it. 
Sheriff Hays and Deputy Don 
Thompson went to tho 
Exline 
home 
and 
investigated. 
When 
the sheriff visited the home again 
saturday morning, he found a 
single barreled shotgun in the 
weeds in the Exline garden. It 
had been fired recently. 


Sheriff Hays said Exline told him 
he was alone at the time and had 
gone upstairs. He said he had Just 
parsed the window- and said he had 
stepped into another room when 
the blast was fired. 
The charge from the 12-gauge 
gun cut through the lower part of 
the window sash and the shot scat­ 
tered over a small area in the wall 
opjxxsite the window. 
Sheriff Hays expreseed the be­ 
lief that the shotgun must have 
been fired from the roof of a 
porch just outside the window, 
due to the small size of the open 
ing torn by the charge of shot. 


Sheriff Hays quoted Exline as 
saying that so fab as he knew he 
did not have an enem y and was at 
a complete loss to account for what 
he claims was an attempt upon 
his life. 
Sheriff Hays is continuing h I s 
investigating into the affair, which 
has some puzzling angles.

Not too long ac* nearly everyone 
was reared on the farm But pres­ 
ent day time' are not what they 
vised to be—many of those folks 
have migrated to the city only to 
spend their summer vacations and 
weekends on the farm 
Practically everyone knew some­ 
thing of the problem? of the land, 
had a "feel 
for the soil, knew 
the smell of new mown hay, had 
experienced sweat in their eyes and 
the tragedy of drought and storms 
They knew the gambles of farm 
ing. heartaches of low prices, the 
pride of good stewardship plus the 
fundamental 
emotions 
t h a t 
go 
with this satisfying way of life, 
These day' are rapidly vani?h- 
ing. It seems that many of the 
editors of our larger newspapers 
no longer have the intimate ac­ 
quaintance with the intricacies of

Law and Benefits

The new social security law has i 
I a .special provision for the survi 
! vors of the deceased workers w ho I 
I w ere not eligible to collect benefits 
i before because the worker wasn't 
considered insured under the old I 
| law. If this w as the case of the 
' deceased breadwinner in your fam - 
: ily, you will be interested in the 
story of the young widow 
I a m j 
going to tell today. She lost her j 
j husband 
before 
Septem ber 
1950.1 
I And becau se she c a m e to her so­ 
cial security office, she will receive 
I the benefits to which she is en ­ 
titled. Y ou’ll want to take definite 
action to get the survivors b en e­ 
fits to which you m ay be entitled 
under the new* law. 


For a w om an not yet thirty, life 
had dealt som e serious blows to 
this young widow. One rainy night 
in 1948, her husband was on the 
w ay to the 
hospital 
w here 
the 
young w om an had just given birth 
of twins. His car skidded on the 
slippery street, and he died se v ­ 
eral 
hours 
later in 
the hospital 
where his wife w as aw aiting his 
arrival. 
A few m onths after the traged y, 
the young widow paid her first visit 
to the social security office. She 
held her hu sb and’s social security 
card in her hand while she W as 
telling m e her story. She w a s n ’t 
sure how long he had worked in a 
job under social security or if he 
would be insured. In a few* days 
I had his record chocked in our 
Baltim ore office. 
I think one of

the m ost difficult things I have 
ever done w as tell the young w om ­

she w?as surprised

band’s record. Without the social I 
security survivors check, the fain ! 
ily would have to be broken up 
. . . the m other

and

would have to be placed in foster j 
hom es. 
I w as happy to tell her 
th ct this would not happen now. I 
For this young widow and for j 
thousands like her w ho lost their j 
loved ones before Septem ber 1950, j 
and the

am endm ents 
will 
make a big difference 
I|er hus- I 
band is considered fully insured 
under the new law because he had 1 


about a year and a h alf of work 


under social security. 


She 
has 
applied for 
survivors 
benefits for herself and the chil­ 
dren. 
And she 
will 
be 
getting 
them from Septem ber of 1954 until 
her twins are 18 unless she m a r ­ 
ries 
again. Under the 
provision, 
the eligible survivor of a person 
who died 
before 
S eptem ber 
I, 
1950, and who is now' considered 
fully insured by the law* m ay not 
collect benefits for the m onths b e­ 
fore Septem ber 1954. And no lum p 
su m death paym ents m a y be col­ 
lected by these survivors. 


The new' law' applies 
only 
to 
those 
survivors 
of 
workers 
wrho 
died alter 1939 and before S ep tem ­ 
ber I, 1950. Dependent w idow ers 
and divorced w ives w h o are c a r ­ 
ing for the deceased w’age-earn- 
e r s ’ children m a y not collect sur­ 
vivors benefits under this provis­ 
ion. 


If you 
are the survivor of a 
w orker who died before S e p te m ­ 
ber I, 1950, and if you w e re n ’t 
eligible for social secu rity bene­ 
fits before, you m ay be now. M ay­ 
be you didn’t 
apply 
before 
or 
w aited too long to apply for the 
benefits 
to which 
you 
were 
en­ 
titled Under the new la w you m a y 
apply for your survivors benefits 
until Septem ber 1956. 


I urge you to apply for the b ene­ 
fits now if you think 
you 
are 
eligible. And you are if you are 
the surviving aged widow, widow ed 
m other and child, or parent of any 
w orker who died after D ecem b er 
31, 1939. and before Septem ber I, 
1950, and had at least a year and 
a h alf of work under social se­ 
curity.
